The papal letter presented the 
principles of the Catholic faith in 
such sharp contrast to the philo- 
sophical teaching of Naziism that 
Catholic circles in Berlin fully ex- 
pect the Government to cancel the 
concordat. 

The letter, dated March 14, ar- 
rived in Berlin late Saturday night. 


It was delivered to the various 
parishes secretly by automobile 
messengers. At the Berlin Cathe- 
dral it was read by Count Konrad 
von Preysing Lichtenegg Moos, 
Bishop of Berlin. 

Nazi secret police were reported 
today to be “watching” persons they 
suspected of delivering to foreign 
correspondents excerpts of the Pa- 
pal letter. German Catholic clergy- 
men referred to the Vatican all re- 
quests for the text of the letter. 

Nazis hinted cpenly at rupture of 
Germany’s relations with the Vati- 
can. 

Preparation for Fight. 


Late yesterday afternoon the 
Bishop summoned all Berlin mem- 
bers of Catholic societies to a spe- 
cial meeting, during which he spoke 
of the gravity of the situation and 
told his auditors to be prepared 
for an open fight with the Nazi 
Government. 

Informed Catholic cirtles re- 
garded the moment as well chosen 
psychologically for the church to 
bring its grievances against the 
Nazi Government into the open. It 
coincides with the Protestant op- 
position’s fight against the general 
synodical elections which Hitler 
has ordered. 

The Pope's letter was in three 
parts. The first dealt with the 
Nazis’ alleged breach of the con- 
cordat, which was concluded July 
22, 1933, to end the conflict be- 
tween Germany and the Holy See. 

The second part dealt with faith 
in God, faith in Christ, the true 
church, the authority of the Pope 
and the morals, rights and duties 
of parents. 

The third part reasserted the 
Pope’s love even for those of his 
flock in Germany who have strayed 
from the right path and prayed 
for the restoration of real peace 
between the church and state. 


Why He Signed Concordat. 


Reviewing the history of the con- 
cordat, the Pope said that he 
signed it, “despite grave misgiv- 
ings, because we believed it to be 
in the interests of the church and 
the German people. 

“If its terms were not kept that is 
not the fault of the church. The 
other side made unfair interpreta- 
tion of the concordat, evaded its 
provisions, undermined its content, 
and finally more or less openly 
violated its stipulations and the un- 
written law governing its actions.” 

Nevertheless, the Pope said, he 
did not cancel the concordat for 
the following reasons: 

“Our paternal care for the. wel- 
fare of the souls entrusted to us 
counsels us not to ignore such pros- 
pects as still remain, meager though 
they be, for returning to the con- 
cordat and to real understanding.” 

Addressing the German Catho- 
lics, the letter continued: 

“We shall not fail to continue 
to champion your rights before the 
leaders of your people, irrespective 
of temporary success or failure, and. 
obedient only to our conscience and 
our duties as shepherd, we shall 
continue to oppose an attitude that 
seeks to stifle guaranteed rights by 
open or covert show of force.” | 

Charges Unfairness in Elections. 

The second part of the letter, 
which dealt with the Catholic faith, 
took issue with the assertion of 
Naziism that it is “Gottglaubig,” 
or believing in God; The encyclical 
said: 


“He is not Gettglaubig who 
merely knows how to use that word 
oratorically. Whoever raises the 
concepts of race, or peopie for the 
state, or the form of government 
beyond mundane evaluations and 
makes heathenism ideals of them, 
falsifies the divine order of wd 

The letter asserted that the elec- 
tions for abandoning the parochial 


“God is our witness that we have 


sociate themselves from the obliga- 
tions of agreements.” 

The paper said “even Popes have 
applied this clause.” os 

“A former ‘yes’ to an agreemen 
can be changed into a ‘no’ by the 
pressure of changed conditions,” it 
said, and continued: i 

I the preamble of the Reich 
concordat speaks of permanent reg- 
dilation of the relations between the 
state and the church, it ean never 
mean a period so long that it en- 
dangers the. very existence of the 
state and peace at home and 
abroad.” 

The paper declared that “at the 
conclusion of the concordat, the 
state could not know how the 
church would later interpret its 
provisions.” 

It criticised the practice of issu- 
ing pastoral letters which it said 
were used at home to cause dis- 
union and abroad to heap criticigm 
on the Third Reich. 

“Loyalty to an agreement,” the 
paper said, “cannot always be re- 
garded as obligatory.” 


Church-State. Dispute Centered 
About Education Youth. 

Since Chancellor, Hitler’s rise to 

power in 1933 there has been con- 


stant conflict between Catholicism 


and the Third Reich. 

The focal point of the dispute 
was the education of Catholic youth 
and it was this that the concordat 
of July, 1933, between church and 
state sought to erase. The concor 
dat provided that the churen could 
continue religious instruction of 
its youth, but that matters of 
civic education be left to the state. 

The concordat sanctioned disso- 
lution of the Catholic Center party 
and forbade Catholic churchmen to 
speak politically. It further con- 
ceded the right of the Government 
to disband any Catholic organiza- 
tion of semi-political inclination. 

The Nazis pledged uniform edu- 
cational laws and granted the 
church the right to maintain con- 
fessional schools, even in districts 
where before they had been for- 
bidden. | 


But the youth groups continued 
to experience difficulty. They were 
forbidden to participate in sport, 
social or educational activities. 
Nazi youth rallies, to which all 
were summoned, often coincided 
with the hour of worship. in 
churches. Catholics feared m- 
plete dissolution of their youth 
organizations and a resultant loss 
of religious influence over their 
children. 

Adding to the unrest were a 
series of trials of Francisian monks 
on sex charges, and muns, priests, 
and other clerics were charged with 
smuggling foreign exchange out of 
Germany, : 

Catholics were disappointed that 
the Hitler Government did 


aroused Catholic resentment. 


Church circles said early this 
month the concordat might be 
ended if the.expropriation scheme 
were carried out.

DETROIT, March 22.—Police con- 
tinued to evict sit-down strikers 
from small plants today, in disre- 
gard of a United Automobile Work- 
ers threat to call a n auto- 
motive strike, in re ation. 

Homer Martin, who ae ar 
urday that a general strike of au. 
— workers would be called 
troit if the police did not cease 
“raiding, slugging and blackjack- 
ing strikers and innocent bystand- 
ers,” withheld comment on the 
ouster of 25 strikers from the 
Thomas P. Henry Co. printing plant. 

Later, the City Council refused a 
permit for a huge demontsration 
walled by the U A W A for 5 p. m. 
tomorrow at Cadillac Square, in the 
heart of the city, to “show labor’s 
strength.” 

Merlin D. Bishop, educational di- 
rector of the U A W A, said the 
demonstration would be held with- 
out the permit. 

Calls Request “Outrage.” 

City Councilman John C. Lodge, 
a former Mayor, described as an 
“outrage” the union’s application 
for a permit to hold a meeting in 
Cadillac Square at an hour when 
traffic is heaviest. 

The vote to deny the application 
was unanimous. 

Later, Deputy Police Superintend- 
ent Louis L. Berg told Bishop that 
a mass meeting in Cadillac Square 
wold be “impossible.” He suggest- 
ed Times Square, which is several 
blocks removed from Woodward 
avenue, the city’s main thorough- 
fare, but added that a council per- 
mit would be necessary for any 
meeting there. 

Announcing the mass meeting 
Saturday night, Martin said 175,000 
union members would assemble to 
protest against the police raids. 

Martin was participating today in 
the union’s conference with Chrys- 
ler Corporation. Officers on the 
strike which closed eight Chrysler 
plants here. He made public a 
letter to Gov. Frank Murphy, as- 
serting that the Chrysler conferees 
were “stalling,” and asking the 
Governor “to give the workers a 
square deal and avoid needless hu- 
man suffering and bloodshed by de- 
manding that the corporation abide 
by the law.” 

Charges by Martin. 

Later in a statement Martin 
charged that the Chrysler Corpora- 
tion “deliberately withheld” impor- 
tant information from the La Fol- 
lette Senate investigating commit- 
tee.

The removal of the strikers from

Recall Threat to Murphy. 

Another threat to institute recall 
proceedings was telegraphed today 
to Gov. Murphy, who ignored a sim- 
ilar threat during his successful ef- 
forts to end the recent General Mo- 
tors strike.

G. L. Williston, a manufacturers’ 

agent, made public the telegram 
he said had been sent to the Gover- 
nor, asKing that he demand of 
U W A officers that they command

“Upon their failure to do so,.” the 
telegram said, “I ask that you mo- 
bilize military units and effect im- 
mediate evacuation. Your failure 
to act at once on this suggestion 
will result in your removal by legal 
means . . and your replacement 
as Governor by one who will en- 
force legal laws.” 

Williston said a group of 17 busi- 
ness men had agreed to underwrite 
the cost of a recall movement, 
which, he said, would start on April 
1 if the Governor refuses to act. 
The three-month tenure required 
by law before a Governor can be 
recalled will expire on that date. 
About 400,000 signatures would be 
required on petitions for a recall 
election. 

Couzens States Policy. 
Mayor Frank Couzens said the 


police raids would continue where 


non-employes were among occu- 
pants of plants: He expressed 
doubt the workers would follow a 
leadership that would call a city- 
wide strike of automobile workers 
and said that a strike of workers 
who were just emerging from the 
depression would be “inhuman.” 

The United Automobile Workers 
of America also disclosed the organ- 
ization of “minute men” among 
members, along military lines, with 
the avowed purpose of 
strikers and the right to strike.” 

A telegram from U A W A offi- 
cers to 20 Detroit locals said that 
“because of a grave situation creéat- 
ed by police and the Mayor in at- 
tacking the right of strikers 
throughout the city, the interna- 
tional officers have decided to take 
decisive steps. 

The telegram said that “a general 
strike may be necessary,” and in- 
gtructed local officers to “appoint 
special strike committees” but to 
“take no strike action until im 
structed” by Martin. . 

Chrysler Deadlock. 

The issue of sole bargaining 
rights continued to deadlock nego- 
tiations for a settlement of the 
strike in eight Chrysler Corporation 
plants here with nearly 80,000 work- 
ers idle.

H. J. PHELAN WINNER 
IN ELECTION CONTES! 


Court Orders J. L. Stewart 
Ousted As 13th Ward Dem- 
ocratic Committeeman. 


Hendy J. Phelan, a deputy cir- 
cuit clerk, was declared winner of 
the election in last August's pri- 
mary for Thirteenth Ward Demo- 
cratic committeeman by a majority 
of 95 votes over Jamés H. Stewart, 
a city employe, in a decision by 
Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood 
today in Phelan’s contest of the 
election. Stewart had been holding 
the office by virtue of a majority 
of 19 in his favor in the official 
count of the Election Board. 

The Judge ordered Stewart ousted 
forthwith, with surrender of any 
records of the office to Phelan. 
Frank Lee, attorney for Phelan, an- 
nounced that in such a proceeding 
the winner took office immediately, 
regardless of any appeal by the 
loser. Costs were assessed against 
Stewart. 

A recount by the Election Board, 
ordered by the Court, was accepted 
by Judge Kirkwood as to undis- 
puted ballots. It showed 4291 bal- 
lots in this category for Phelan 
and 4221 for Stewart. In addition, 
there were 335 disputed ballots, The 
Court held that 171 of these were 
legally cast for Phelan and 146 for 
Stewart, and that the remaining 18 
were not legally cast. 

Hence the decree gave the legal 
vote in the election as 4462 for 
Phelan and 4367 for Stewart. 

Phelan, a brother of Police Com- 
missioner John J. Phelan, has been 
aligned with the Democratic fac- 
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tion heretofore unfriendly to May- 
or Dickmann, while Stewart, a 
foreman of the Street Division, who 
was Thirteenth Ward committee- 
man prior to the primary, has been 
a supporter of the Mayor. How- 
ever, the opposing factions in the 
Thirteenth Ward patched up their 
differences before the recent may- 
oral primary, in which the Demo- 
cratic City Committee unanimously 
supported the Mayor for renomina- 
tion.

E. J. Everson Tells Senate 
ment to Constitution. 


STANDS AGAINST _ 
| PACKING BENCH 


lative Measures by Elect- 
ors and Curb on ‘Power- 
ful Economic Forces.’

WASHINGTON, March 22.—E. J. 
Everson of South Dakota, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union, ap- 
peared before thee Senate Judiciary 
Committee this afternoon, opposing 
President Roosevelt’s court reor- 
ganization program. He advocated 
constitutional amendment to pro- 
mote control of “powerful economic 
forces.” 

“We haveegone on record against 
anything that has a tendency to- 
ward dictatorship,” hesaid of his or- 
ganization. 

“We have been critical of Presi- 
dents and the Congress. Our con- 
vention passed a resolution favor- 
ing an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion which would place the Su- 
preme Court in its proper consti- 
tutional position. 

“However, I am sure they did not 
contemplate that this would be 
done by the President packing the 
court with additional Justices, but 
that it would be accomplished 
through amendments to the Consti- 
tution. 

Mutual Encroachment. 

Everson, appearing after Wheel- 
er's long testimony, spoke of what 
he said was a tendency at times 
for the Legislative, Executive or 
Judicial departments ao encroach 
on the powers of each other and 
added: 

This practice provokes a spirt of 
retaliation and that spirit becomes 
more and more profound as this 
practice ts engaged in. 

“I do not believe this prictice is 
especially unwholesome in times of 
economic stress such as we are 

through at the present 


J do not believe; however, that 
anything can possibly be gained by 
the surrender of legislative power, 
either to the Chief Executive or 
to the Courts, or by the surrender 
of juricial powers to the Congress 
or to the Executive. ; 

‘It just seems to me that the bet- 
ter way would be for each of these 
departments of government to give 
due respect and consideration to 
the rights; powers and duties of 
each other and that all render the 
best possible service within their 
respective fields in dealing with the 
destructive forces that are threat- 
ening our - civilization. 

Against Interference. 

“T do not feel that the President 

and Congress should have any more 


gress or the executive department, 
since all three of these departments. 
were created in the Constitution for 
a definite and specific purpose and 
function. 

“I do concede the people have a 
right to reorganize all three of 
them, but I sincerely hope that will

panies had won, or it had appeared 
they would win, on the procedure 
in the litigation up to the time the 
compromise was entered into in 
May, 1935. 

He referred to reports made by a 
master in chancery in Federal 
Court suits over the rates, and a 
report by a referee in the State 
Court case, both of which were 
favorable to the companies. There 
has been no final adjudieetion of 
these issues on the merits, how- 
ever. The State Court referee’s re- 
port was set aside in a Cole County 
Circuit Court judgment denying the 
increase, which now is in the Su- 
preme Court on appeal. The Fed- 
eral Court cases were settled 
through compromise agreement, 
which twice has been rejected in 
the State Court case. 

Chronology and Summary. 

Folonie gave an extended chron- 
ology of the litigation, including the 
10 per cent rate reduction order of 
1922, which finally went into ef- 
fect in August, 1929; the 162-3 per 
cent increase case, instituted by the 
companies in December, 1929, and 
the so-called restitution case, in 
which the State demanded an ac- 
counting and full payment of all 
premiums not refunded by the com- 
panies in the 1922 case. 

Folonie gave a summary, by lump 
sum payments, of disbursements

works to be brought under Gov- 
ernment control at one time. 


Only One Private Plant Left. 


Today's decrees left the Renault 
munitions plant the only major war 
industry in private hands. 

The airplane plant orders put 
into effect one of the final phases 
of Air Minister Pierre Cot’s drive 
to take over all military airplane 
accessory factories by April 1. 

The growing list of munitions 
plants taken over includes the 
Schneider Works, producers of the 
famous 75-milimeter guns; the 
Brandt Arms plant, the Hotchkiss 
machine gun factory and the Le- 
mans cartridge works. 

Under the nationalization law to 
take the profits out of war, enacted 
Aug. 11, 1936, Premier Leon Blum’s 
Government must complete its pro- 
gram by March 31. 

As an indication of its scope, 
shortly before the Schneider Works 
was expropriated it declared a divi- 
dend of 20,000,000 francs (approxi- 
mately $1,000,000). 


Only Munitions Planta Affected. 

In such cases, only the part of 
the factories devoted to munitions 
was taken over by the Government 
with other phases of the works be- 
ing left in private hands.

wide sensation. The scene was not 
far from where the five were shot. 

The shouts referred to Col. Fran- 
cois de la Rocque, leader of the 
Fascist French Social party, arch- 
enemy of the Communists. 

Speeches by Labor Leaders. 

The crowd heard fiery speeches 
from Maurice Thorez, secretary- 
general of the Communist party; 
Leon Jouhaux, secretary of the 
General Confederation of Labor, 
and other Communist and labor 
leaders. The speakers condemned 
Fascism, demanded the suppression 
of “trouble-making leagues”—such 
as De la Rocque’s party, formerly 
the semi-militarized League Croix 
de Feu—and “fortification of the 
Republic by cleansing of the 
army and police.” 

Leftist leaders have charged that 
the police and mobile guards fired 
on the crowd in Tuesday’s rioting 
at Clichy, in which more than 300 
were njured. 

Five thousand delegates of labor 
unions, singing the “International,” 
with bands playing, followed the 
five hearses, inclosed in coal-black 
glass, six miles across Paris to the 
place of burial. 

Daladier Speaks at Rouen. 

Meanwhile, Edouard Daladier, 
Minister of National Defense, speak- 
ing at Rouen, indulged in what he 
called “plain talk” to the working 
classes. He warned them against 
belief they are going to achieve su- 
preme power.

proximately 32,750 persons and. the total cost 
per biennium would be approximately $14,843,000, 
or $7,421,500 as the State’s share. , 

If Missouri were to pay $20 per month to 25 
per cent of the estimated number of persons 
age 70 or over, the total cost per biennium would 
be approximately $21,480,000, or $10,740,000 as 
the State’s share. 

Instead, Missouri proposes to pay $20 per month 
to 75,000 persons—more than two persons of every 
five who are over 70, the highest proportion for any 
state in the Union—at a total cost of $37,900,000, the 
State’s share being $19,000,000. 

But the end is not yet. When the age limit is re- 
duced to 65, as it must be by 1940 to insure further 
Federal grants, the bill will become even more stag- 


ministered as a matter of need instead of as a mat- 
ter of political favoritism. 

And how is it proposed to pay the old-age as- 
sistance bill? By increasing the sales tax; in other 
words, by cruelly taxing poverty, including the pit- 
iful $20 income allotted for old-&ge assistance.

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KANSAS CITY’S CROOKED TRAIL. 

Four of the six persons convicted in the latest 
election-fraud case at Kansas City are women, which 
is of course a disillusioning blow to the fond theory 
that extension of the ballot would purify politics. 
But, waiving romantic regrets and facing the facts, 
the evidence shows that the work of “fixing” the 
ballots was crudely done in the residential Fourth 
Ward of Boss Pendergast’s home town. 

Erasing the cross in the Republican column and 
tracing it in the Democratic circle would seem to 
be a simple process which, with a little practice, 
might be so skillfully managed as to defy detection. 
Instead, the “fixing” was so slovenly in numerous in- 
stances as to be obvious. And a handwriting expert 
testified one man had performed the forgery on 62 
ballots—which manifestly is too big a volume of 
forgery to be imposed on any individual. So now 
the sins. of election day are all but screaming their 
presence, with the result that the convicted are 
treading on one another’s heels, so fast they follow. 

What of future elections in Kansas City? One 
cannot be cocksure, but it does look as if political 
crookedness in Kansas City were due for a vacation. 
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THE WABASH CROSSING AGREEMENT. 

Now that the city and the Wabash Railway have 
agreed on construction by the State of an underpass 
to run Maple avenue beneath the railroad tracks, 
with the specific understanding that a grade sep- 
aration eventually will be carried out also at the 
adjacent Olive Street road crossing, the engineers 
of the various interests involved must produce an 
acceptable plan for building both improvements. 

It was argued at first that an underpass at Maple 
would not only force the closing of the present grade 
crossing at Olive Street road, but would make im- 
possible the installation of either an underpass or a 
viaduct there. However, the agreement worked ott 
at the instance of Mayor Dickmann did not hold to 
this idea. It would be ridiculous to say that modern 
engineering skill cannot solye the problem. : 

While, in the interest of safety, elimination of the 
Maple grade crossing is desirable; that is a com- 
paratively unimportant thoroughfare. It runs into 
Olive Street road a quarter of a mile west of the 
Wabash and leads only to Kingshighway on the east, 
through a residential district. On the other hand, 
Olive Street road is part of the metropolitan system 
of major arteries. It connects closely with Delmar 
boulevard on either side of the railroad tracks, leads 
through University City and extends to the new 
super-highway in the western end of the county. A

A Divided Court and Reasonable Doubt | 


ENATOR NORRIS recently 
§ mace a speech which, I believe, 

opens up the fundamental con- 
stitutional question on which the 
american people must make up 
their minds. 

Citing Chief Justice Marshall that 
in no doubtful case” would “the 
court pronounce a legislative act 
to be contrary to the Constitution, 
Mr. Norris pointed out that the

“Surely,” he said, “if four Judges 
ink the act is constitutional, it is

1 should that, where the 


is divided, it is obvious that 
the Constitution does not speak 
iainly, and that reasonable men 
yr equal earning in the law can in- 
terpret the Constitution differently. 
Chief Justice Marshall hoped they 
would not disagree sharply dn fun- 
ental issues, and we may all 
wish that the court had been able 
to follow his advice. But the fact 
ig that often the Justices do dis- 
with the utmost conviction 

that their brethren are wrong. 


The question I should like to 
raise is whether Senator Norris is 
right in concluding that, in such 
doubtful cases, the doubt should al- 
ways automatically be resolved in 
favor of Congress. For my notion 
js that in great and doubtful cases 
where the Constitution is not clear, 
the doubt should be cleared up, not 
by a majority of Congress, but by 
the people themselves through a 


clarifying decision. 
- * 


Let us note in the first place that 
Senator Norris has not proposed 
that acts of the state legislatures 
should also be given the benefit of 
the doubt when more than two Jus- 
tices dissent. Why not? Because he 
must see that this could create in- 
tolerable disorder. 

Let us suppose that a State en- 
acted by indirection what amounted 
to a tariff against products from 
other states and that three Justices, 
believers in states’ rights, said the 
law was constitutional Then, 
though two-thirds of the Supreme 
Court held the statute, unconstitu- 
tional and therefore no law at all, 
the state would seek to enforce it. 

What respect would the dairy

ew York law excluding their milk 
when six out of nine members of 
the court had declared that law 
unconstitutional? Is it not clear 
that, if Senator Norris’ rule were 
applied to state laws, the interpre- 
tation of the Constitution would be 
determined by a minority of the 
court? 

No one, I think, has proposed to 
give the states the benefit of the 
doubt when the court is divided. 
Ought Congress, then, to have the 
benefit of the doubt, in the sense 
that any act of Congress shall au- 
tomatically be constitutional if a 
minority of three Justices think ‘%t 
is constitutional? 

Let us suppose, now, that Con- 
gress passes a law which fixes a 
uniform minimum wage through 
the United States, identical in Geor- 
gia and in Massachusetts. Six Jus- 
ices say it is unconstitutional. 
Three say it is constitutional. So 
the President has to enforce a law 
in Georgia. 

Would Mr. Norris like the job of 
enforcing a law in Georgia that the 


stitutional ? 

Senator Norris is in effect pro- 
posing that a majority of the court 
may nullify the laws of a state but 
that they may not nullify the laws 
of Congress, Thus, wherever the 
Constitution does not speak plainly, 
all reasonable doubts are to be re- 


solved in favor of the existing con- 
eressional majority.

though six Justices think it has no 
lawful right to prevail. 

I should suppose that if six Jus- 
tices hold an act unconstitutional, 
then it is at least reasonable to say 
that the law may be unconstitution- 
al. But Senator Norris’ rule is that 
if only six Justices object, then 
there ought to be no doubt that the 
law is constitutional. The essence of 
his proposal, therefore, is that the 
benefit of all constitutional doubts 
should always be given to the ad- 
ministration in power and its ma- 
jority in Congress. 1 


Those who take this view honest- 
ly believe, of course, that the Presi- 
dent and Co represent more 
truly the will of the people than do 
the six obstructing Justices ap- 
pointed for life. But what they have 
forgotten, it seems to me, ig that 
the President is elected for four 
years and that only one-third of the 
Senate can be changed every two 
years. | 

Unlike the British or the French, 
our system of Government is not 
quickly responsive to the will of the 
people. The President stays on for 
four years even when he has lost 
the suppqrt of a majority of the 
people; most of the Senate stays 
on though the people have changed 
their minds. That is one of the es- 
sential reasons why the American 
form of Government calls for a 
limitation of the powers of Con- 
gress and the President. 

If the national Legislature is to 
be given a free hand, substantially 
like that which the British Parlia- 
ment possesses, then those who ad- 
vocate this must go the rest of the 
way and provide that the President 
and Congress shall resign and call 
a new election when they have lost 
the confidence of the country. They 
cannot have it both ways. Elected 
officials cannot have ilong-fixed 
terms and no constitutional check- 
up on their authority. 

The British people can afford to 
give Parliament a free hand, un- 
restrained by judicial review, be- 
cause they can at any time compel 
Parliament to consult the people. 
But no one could compel Mr. 
Hoover to submit himself to ‘the 
people in 1930. No one can now 
compel Mr. Roosevelt to go back 
to the people at any time in the 
next four years. Until 1942, no one 
can compel the whole Senate to go 
back to the people. 

Lacking this power, the American 
people cling to judicial review, 
though it is awkward and oc- 
casionally abused, because it is a 
way by which an administration, ir- 
revocably fixed in office for a de- 
finite number of years, can be com- 
pelled to go back to the people 
when its authority is in reasonable 
doubt, 

That is why judicial review is es- 
sential to democracy, under the 
American form of government. 

* * — 


My own opinion is that the defect 
of the Constitution is that the pro- 
cess of amendment, which is the 
American way of consulting the 
people on basic issues, is too rigid, 
too complicated and too slow. I 
should like to see it simplified and 
expedited by a provision that, when 
a divided court has shown that 
there is reasonable doubt as to 
what the Constitution means, the 
act shall be valid if two-thirds of 
Congress re-enact it and if the 
voters by a special referendum 
ratify the act. 

There are many details which 
would have to be carefully consid- 
ered. But the main principle seems 
to me fairly certain. It is in effect 
a. modified combination of what 
Senator Norris and Senator 
Wheeler have proposed. It says that 
reasonable doubts about the mean- 
ing of the Constitution shall be re- 
solved by the people who alone 
have the ultimate power in all con-

More Accomplished, Less Parti- 
sanship, Cost Is Half of 
Old Legislature.

LINCOLN, Neb., March 22, — 
Nebraska lawmakers “pointed with 
pride” today at the record of the 
nation’s only one House non-po- 
litical State Legislature, which is 
well past the half way mark in its 
work. 

Standing committees have vritual- 
ly finished their part of the labor 
and the session’s major issues are 
nearing final stages of action. 

Leaders attached significance to 
two developments: The effort of 
the 43 Senators to avoid the appear- 
ance of partisanship and the lack 
of organized opposition to the new 
system itself. 1. 

There has been some criticism of 
the Legislature and its work, but 
almost every member, including 
those who opposed the unicameral 
proposal in 1934, agreed it is an 
improvement over the two House 
political Assembly. 

In quantity, the work done by 
the unicameral is far ahead of that 
accomplished in the same length 
of time by the old bicameral sys- 
tem, despite procedure which serves 
to delay rather than expedite. The 
cost is less than half as much. 

on of the two House sys- 
tem cost about $1750 a legislative 
day, whereas the unicameral aver- 
ages around 38800 daily. Sixty-two 
bills have passed and 103 have been 
killed of the 555 introduced in the 
55 legislative days of the session to 
date. 

Voters have been split along old 
party lines only four times and the 
last time—on a resolution censur- 
ing the United States Supreme 
Court revision proposal—the ballot 
drew such violent criticism from 
leaders that partisan matters have 
been avoided studiously ever since. 

Speaker Charles J. Warner, vet- 
eran Republican member of a 
dozen legislative sessions, said the 
unicameral “is 40 times better than 
the old two House system.” 

Senator Hugh B. Ashmore, one of 
the “freshmen” of the unicameral, 
said he was “a little worried about 
the lack of opposition.” Senator 
John N. Norton, former Democratic 
Congressman and a long-time pro- 
ponent of a one House Legislature 
in Nebraska, asserted “procedure 
in this first session is transcendent. 
The unicameral stands in higher 
favor now than when it convened.”

Purchase of Easter seals to pro- 
vide funds for aid to crippled chil- 


dren was , urged by Dr. Archer 
O'Reilly, president of the Missouri 
Society for Crippled Children, in a 
Community Forum address over 
Radio Station KSD yesterday. The 
money will be used to purchase ar- 
tifical limbs and braces and to pay 
for the education of the children. 

Dr. O’Reilly emphasized the im- 
portance of special education for 
crippled children, pointing out it is 
needed to compensate for the 
child’s lack of physical stamina.

NING OF THE BELGIANS 
IN LONDON FOR PARLEY 


Leopold Hopes for New Treaty 
Guaranteeing Security in 
Western Europe. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 22. — King 
Leopold III of the Belgians, seek- 
ing to fit his new “isolation policy” 
with Great Britain’s hopes for a 
new treaty guaranteeing Western 
European security, arrived today for 
conferences with Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and other British 
leaders. Leopold’s visit, described 
as “private,” is to include a state 
visit to Buckingham Palace 
Wednesday night. 

Leopold announced in his Oct. 14 
speech that Belgium wanted her 
territory guaranteed as it was in the 
Locarno treaty but no longer was 
willing to promise military aid to 
any other nation. 

Leopold was believed to be seek- 
ing abolition of conversations that 
have proceeded between the British, 
French and Belgian general staffs 
ever since German reoccupation of 
the Rhineland scrapped the Locarno 
treaty. Belgium feels the discus- 
sions are incompatible with her 
isolation policy. Britain and 
France have held, however, that, 
without advance arrangements for 
military co-operation, they would 
be unable to save Belgium—and 
ultimately France—from “invasion. 
Another. point Anthony Eden 
wishes cleared up is whether Bel- 
gium still will comply with the 
League of Nations covenant bind- 
ing all members to co-operate in 
fighting an aggressor nation.
